Sang Homesick Song, but Pet- 
schnikoff Scored Evening’s 
Biggest Success. 


Just as the orchestra under Director 
Ernst’s leadership was nearing the close 
of the “‘Allegro vivace e eon brio’. move- 
ment of the Beethoven Symphony No. 
8, which was the second number on tne 
Choral Symphony program at the Odeon 
last night, a little baby in the balcony 
joined in as the vocal soloist of the 
fourth subscription concert of the sea- 
son. It was a noble effort, this volun- 
tary contribution, but it was a bleak 
winter's night, the baby was far from 
its own fireside, and the little homesick 
lamentation that came from its throat 
Was not ‘altogether in keeping with the 
joyous allegro of the orchestra’s play- 
ing. 

Nevertheless, the vocal volunteer 
scored a big hit in proportion to its size. 
Nearly every woman in the crowded 
house turned to get a look at the baby. 
Not a few of the Choral Symphony 
plavers smiled over their instruments, 
tickled to the danger point by this in- 
expected addition to the concert’s offer- 
ing.

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Stone Wedge Causes Spreading 
of Track at Ranken, 
Near City, 





ONE EMPLOYE INJURED 


Engine Ruined, and Sleeper Is 
Among Cars Which Are 
Ditched. 


Train wreckers derailed the westbound 

Arkansas and Texas of the 
Frisco at Ranken, two west of 
Valley Park and 19 miles from St. Louis, 
at 11 p. m.. Thursday, and endangered 
he lives of more than 100 persons. 

The wreck by a spike 
driven in’the frog of the switch, fore- 
ing the rails apart just enough to cause 
derailment. To make sure of their work 
the wreckers placed a long. pointed ruck 
between the rails in such a_ position 
that it could not fail to throw the ioco- 
inotive from the track. 

The engine was thrown to one side of 
the track, while the baggage car and 
smoker went down 15-foot embank- 
ment on the other The smoker 
was well filled with passengers, but ho 
one was seriously injured. 

The only person injured was ernie 
Yoakum a messenger employed by the 
Wells-Fargo Express Co. 

He was pinioned under a pile of time 
ecards which eaught fire ana was badly 
burned on his side. The passenger cars 
and a sleeper left the track, but did not 
turn over. The engine is a complete 
wreck. and the express and smoking 
cars are badly damaged. 

(Crisco officials who have investigated 
the wreck are of the opinion that mis- 
chief makers planned the wreck, prob- 
ably to vent some petty grievance 
against the road. Ranken is not a reg- 
ular station. No operator is maintained 
there. and no one lives in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood. Local trains some- 
times stop to accommodate passengers. 

It is thought the wreckers drove the 
spike between the rails a few minutes 
before the passenger train was due. The 
spike was driven about six feet from 
the point of contact between the switch 
rail and the regular rail. The rails were 
pried apart about two inches, but not 
enough to send the train into the switch. 

Locomotive Capsizes. 

The-train was running 40 miles 
hour when it struck the switch. 
locomotive was derailed and ran 
along for a distance of 100 feet or 
more on the ties and toppled over on 
the north side of the track. On the 
south side of the track there is a 
high embankment, and the smoker 
and baggage car plunged over this. 
The track was torn up for a distance 
of about 100 feet. 

Engineer Harry Deam, his fireman 
and Conductor Ben Adams jumped off 
and escaped without injury. The 
passengers in the smoking car 
jumbled together, 
~ The track had just 
in condition, following the 
Feb. 13.

The battle was before the Pacific Athletic Club 
of Los Angeles, on Noy. 28 of last year. 

Burns came to town a few davs ago and registered at the Metropole Hotel, 
Forty-second street and Broadway. While his 20-round contest with O’Brien 
was called a draw. it was nevertheless conceded by those who witnessed the 
battle, and especially the newspaper critics, that Burns had a shade the better 
of it and would be likely to be returned the winner in a fight to a finish. 

The public was very much dissatisfied with the result of the battle and ex- 
pressed a desire to see the men come together again and have the question of 
superiority settled between them. Some of the prizefighting promoters of 

Nevada, anxious to advertise their respective camps in the same way Goldfield 
was exploited by the Gans-Nelson, battle, made bids for a second contest be- 
tween the men. but none of them went above the $25,000 mark. The fight- 
ers hung back and demanded more money. 

They notified the Nevada promoters that if they wanted the fight for a 

$40,000 purse they could have it, but not a cent less. The Nevadans replied 
that $25,000 was as far as they would go. At this stage of the negotiations 
Tom McCarey, manager of the Pacifie Athletic Club of Los Angeles, came 
forward with a 30,000 bid for the fight, which caused the Nevadans to 
back off and let him take the pot. . 

Tt has never been believed that the MeCarey bid was on the level, but 
made solely for the purpose of forcing the mining hands. The Nevadans 
showed by turning down the match that they did not purpose having their 
hands overplayed. 

The fact that there is now no likelihood of a fight between O’Brien and 
Burns being pulled off before the Pacific Athletic Club in May, or at any 
other time, for that matter, makes it appear as if the McCarey bid was 
never anything more than a bluff, as it was pretty generally believed to be 
when it was made. 

Neither OBrien nor Burns can be blamed for trying to secure all the money 
they could for their services. It was only a part of the game and _ perfectly 
legitimate in every respect, and as the Nevadans had shown that they were a 
particularly easy set, in the way of purse offerings, it was only right for Jack 

_ and Tomnry to go after all they coud. 
. Tommy Burns-is a likely looking fellow, and, taken on past performances, 
appears good enough to give any one of the present crop of heavyweights a 
hard tussle, His 
weight is in the neighborhood of 180 pounds, whicli is as much as Sharkey 
weighed when he was at his best.

While he is not quite so ta!l as Sharkey, he appears to have more range 
and seems much looser in his movements than the Sailor was in his palmy days, 
and those who have seen him in action say that he is more scientific and has 
a better idea of. delivering a blow than Sailor Tom had at the time he was 
bowling over champions the same as if they were tenpins.

Four Men Control Biggest 
Fields of. Producing Mines 
in World. 





RAILROAD IS COMPLETED 





New Swastika Line in Northern 
New Mexico Penetrates 
Vast Acreage. 


By the completion of the 
Railroad in Northern New Mexico this 
week four St. Louis men step into a 
position to become the real coal barons 
of the United States. The road was 
built by the St. Louis, Rocky Mountain 
& Pacific Railway Co., a subsidiary cor- 
poration of the American, Rocky Moun- 
tain & Pacific company, which owns 
622.000 acres of coal-producing lands— 
the largest coal area under one muanazge- 
ment in the world. 

This coal district is three times the 
size of the great Frick coal and coke 
mines in Pennsylvania, and one and one- 


half times greater than the Pennsyiva- 


nia anthracite region, and five times the 
size of the Collinsville basin, the great- 
est bituminous producing district in 
Pennsy!vania. 

The principal owners. of 
mines, which embrace an area of 8&0 
square miles; are Henry, Hugo and 
Max Koehler and Thomas B. Harlan, an 
attorney, of St. Louis.- There has been 
invested in the mines and railroad prop- 
erties an aggregate of- $14,500,000, While 
the development of the mineral and tim- 
ber resources of the district has only 
Started, the company is already paving 
expenses and more than the interest on 
the investment. 

Within the course of a few vears the 
promoters of the properties expect that 
they will be supplying fuel to the entire 
country. <Already great 
quantities of coke are shipped from the 
mines to San Diego, Cal., for export 
through that gateway. 


To Extend the Road. 

The railroad which was built to tap 
the coal producing regions has its origin 
at Des Moines, a short distance west of 
the Oklahoma boundary line, where it 
with the Colorado & 
Southern and extends westward to Ra- 
ton and Ute Park, a distance of 106 
miles. 

Plans are already under way to build 
the road to Taos, a distance of 49 miles. 
The road will follow the world-famed 
Santa Fe trail through the Cimarron 
canyon-—the last pass through the Rocky 
Mountains that will permit of the con-

. 8truction of a trans-continental railway. 


Years ago the chief engineer of the San- 
ta Fe surveyed the route and proposed 
that the road should occupy this pass, 
but the plans were changed in order to 
get to Santa Fe in time to save the 
bonuses, and the engineer resigned his 
position rather than to submit to the hu- 
miliation of having his pet scheme fail. 

Four mines are already in operation 
at the towns of Koehler, Van Houten, 
Brilliante and Blossberg. At Koehler 
and Gardiner over 400 coke ovens have 
been installed and are in operation. The 
company not only owns the towns and 
railroads, but it has erected churches 
and hited preachers for its employes, 
built school houses and hired teachers 
for their children, and erected hospitals 
for the sick and injured. é 

“Our new railroad,’ saédd Thomas B. 
vice-president, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “‘penetrates the heart of 
one of the most wonderful and romantic 
Bections of the country, connecting, I 
might say, the oldest and newest civili- 
zations on the continent. This is the 
country that Coronado explored in ‘1512 
and we find the Pueblo Indians there 
today exactly as’ he deScribed them 
nearly four centuries ago. 

“It is not generally known that this 
part of the country is a section of 
what was once the Kingdom of New 
Spain—the only kingdom ever estab- 
lished in the present territory of the 
Tnited States. JI do not believe that 
the Spaniards went so far as to crown 
a king and set him up as the ruler of 
the province, which embraced the whole 
of New Mexico and parts of Texas and 
Arizona, but that was evidently their in- 

tion. 
Developing the Mines. 

“The company is pushing the develop- 
ment of the mines and in the course of 
@ few years its properties will be the 

reatest coal producers in the United 

tates, if not in the world. It would 
be impossible to estimate the amount of 
coal contained in the company’s posses- 
sions. The coal is taken out by what 
is known as drift mining. We dig right 
into the side of the mountain and strike 
veins of coal. This is the cheapest of all 
known methods of mining. 

“In the same section of the country 
there are great quantities of gold, silver, 
fron and copper, and vast timber re- 
sources. The work of developing the 

roperties began several years ago and 

t- was found necessary to build the 
railroad to get an outlet for the product 
of the mines. Already 300 freight cars, 
six passenger cars and eight locomotives 
are in operation on the system. 

“This is one of the most remarkable 
regions from a scenic point of view in 
America. .The Cimarron canyon is one 
of the grandest in the world. It lacks 
the rugged and foreboding appearance 

the canyons of Colorado, but reminds 
the traveler of the Alpine scenery. Our 
road circles the base of Mount Capu- 
line, at the summit of which ts one of 
the miost perfect volcanic craters in 
America. Mount Capuline is 10,000 feet 
high. Diring an eruption about fifty 
ywars ago it is said to have destroyed 
two villages.

Another such breath and the cobwebs will 
be blown away; a dozen such breaths and the blood, now wide awake, begins 
to tingle and circulate with enthusiasm. The whole machinery of the body 
_seems to work more easily. 

The next opportunity comes perhaps in the evening on the way home from 
work. It is possible by a dozen or more complete inhalations to obliterate en- 
tirely the exhaustion of a long day’s work. 

Deep breathing at such time ought, of course, to be done by everybody, 
but especially by those who cannot give any other time to it. For the for- 
tunate persons who are able to devote 15 or 20 minutes to exercising and 
breathing in the morning here are some good rules: 

1. Clad in a loose gown, tn a room, where fresh air is circulating, lie flat on 
the back on a couch, without pillow or headrest of any kind. Inhale slowly.
